EXPLANATION

This bill relates to a contribution to a local anticrime
organization in connection with a criminal proceeding.

The bill permits a person to make a contribution to a local
anticrime organization in lieu of performing community
service, and strikes the provision permitting a person to make
a donation to a charitable organization in lteu of performing
community service.

The bill provides that a person may make a contribution to
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a local anticrime organization as part of the person®s plan of
restitution. Currently, a person may make a contribution to a
local anticrime organization as long as the local anticrime
organlzatlon provided assistance to law enforcement in the
person®s criminal case.
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
